Ohio Sup reme Court ruled Wed­ 
nesday that a non-p rofit corp or­ 
ation organized to manufacture, 
distribute and sell electricity is 
a p ublic utility and can con­ 
tract with municip alities. 
The North Central Electric 
Coop erativ e Inc. of S e n e c a 
County thus is entitled to sup ­ 
p ly electric p ower to the Buck­ 
ey e Village area of Attica, the 
high court said. 
Ohio Power Co. had attem p t­ 
ed to block the mov e, say ing 
North Central was not a p ublic 
utility and that the v illage had 
no authority to enter into 
contract with the firm. 
The Sup reme Court decision 
up held two lower court op in 
ions. 
In another case, the court rul 
ed against Herbert E. Agnew 
of Mount Vernon, injured Jan. 
14, 19 6 6 , when a p olice cruiser 
without

Brokers Seek 
$305,200 
From Firm 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Two Cleveland * area brokers 
have filed a $305,200 lawsuit 
against Eaton Yale 
Towne, 
accusing the firm of “unfair 
dealing” to avoid paying a find­ 
ers’ fee in the acquisition of 
a Canadian firm. 
The suit filed by Malcolm B. 
Vilas Jr. of Gates Mills and 
Allen B. Pretzman of Lakewood 
says Eaton asked Vilas in 1963 
to locate “a Canadian comnany 
or companies” for possible ac­ 
quisition. 
Vilas and Pretzman say they 
located Timberland-EUicott Ltd. 
of Woodstock, Ont., and certain 
of its affiliates and that Eaton 
agreed to pay a commission of 
2.725 per cent if the deal was 
consummated by Nov. I, 1965. 
In September, 1964. Eatoh al­ 
legedly told Vilas it was no 
longer interested in the Cana­ 
dian firm. But in August, 1967, 
Eaton announced purchase of 
Timberland - Ellicott Ltd. and 
its affiliates for $11.2 million, 
the petition stated. 
Vilas and Pretzman charged 
that Eaton “unjustly enriched 
Itself at (their) expense” by 
consummating the deal “through 
bad faith and unfair dealing.” 
The Canadian firm produces 
four * wheel pneumatic • tired 
machines called Timberjacks, 
used in the logging industry for 
hauling timber.

The conventional GNP, which 
measures output in current dol­ 
lars, is expected to show a fur­ 
ther sizeble rise for the April- 
June quarter, caused mainly by 
orice increases. It hit an annual 
rate of $959.6 billion in the Janu* 
ary March quarter, for an Illu­ 
sory rise of $7.4 billion while 
real output went down.

recession is a decline in real 
GNP lasting two consecutive 
quarters. T e c h n i c a l l y the 
present slowdown already has 
qualified as a recession, be­ 
cause of dips of $800 million in 
fourth-quarter 1969 and $5.5 bil­ 
lion in first-quarter 1970.

Prelate Says Red Chinese Treated Him Well 


HONG KONG (AP) — Roman 
Catholic Bishop James E. Walsh 
said today his treatment during 
12 years imprisonment in Red 
Clima was “always humane— 
the meals were good and ample, 
medical attention was good.” 
The 79*year old prelate, who 
was freed July 8, told a news 
conference that although his 
Communist captors interrogated 
him “morning, noon and night” 
for 18 months, until he finally 
signed a confession to spying, 


he never was beaten or physi­ 
cally mistreated. 
It was “just mental pres­ 
sure,” said the bishop,’ who is 
slowly gtting his strengh back 
in the Hong Kong hospital oper­ 
ated by his Maryknoll Order. 
“Despite his long Imprison­ 
ment, he said he had “no bitter­ 
ness toward those who tried and 
condemned me.” 
“I just could never feel angry 
with any Chinese,” he said. 
Speaking from a wheelchair, 


Bishop Walsh said he will rest a 
few more weeks in the hospital, 
“then return to my homeland.” 
His home is in Cumberland, 
Md., and be said he also hopes 
to go to Rome to visit Pope Paid 
VI when he can travel. 
The bishop said he was arrest­ 
ed in Shanghai in 1958 for al­ 
legedly possessing “state secret 
information about a submarine 
built in Shanghai and about 
Chinese weapons used in the Ko­ 
rean War.”

duced,” he continued, “was that 
a friend of mine in the shipping 
business in Shanghai had told 
me a submarine was built in 
Shanghai and that that was a 
state secret.

To Sell Power 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Supreme Court ruled Wed­ 
nesday that a non-profit corpor­ 
ation organized to manufacture, 
distribute and sell electricity is 
a public utility and can con­ 
tract with municipalities. 
The North Central Electric 
Cooperative Inc. of S e n e c a 
County thus is entitled to sup­ 
ply electric power to the Buck­ 
eye Village area of Attica, the 
high court said. 
Ohio Power Co. Iud attempt­ 
ed to block the move, saying 
North Central was not a public 
utility and that the village had 
no authority to enter into 
a 
contract with the firm. 
The Supreme Court decision 
upheld two lower court opin­ 
ions. 
In another case, the court rul­ 
ed against Herbert E. Agnew 
of Mount Vernon, injured Jan. 
14, 1966, when a police cruiser 
without operating 
flasher or 
siren speeded through an inter­ 
section and hit his car. 
Since the policeman was re­ 
sponding to an emergency call, 
the high court ruled, he was 
protected by law from person­ 
al damage suits. 
The court upheld an appeals 
court r e v e r s a l of a Huron 
County Common Pleas Court de­ 
cision that awarded $17,500 to 
John D. Darnell, injured in a 
June 4, 1966, auto accident. 
In that case, the high court 
said no expert medical witnes­ 
ses were offered to establish a 
connection between the injury 
and accident.

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Twice I have had the u npleas­ 
ant sensation of a small fly 
lodging in my ear. Why they 
pick on my right ear, and not 
on my left, 1 can’t u nderstand.

Mr. M. Z., North Carolina 
Dear M. Z.: I am qu ite cer­ 
tain that flies are complletely 
u npreju diced abou t the ear they 
choose to lodge in. A wise 
philosopher cou ld probably tak e 
the attitu de that one shou ld be 
fortu nate that both ears are not 
invaded. 
A simple measu re is to anes­ 
thetize the fly by pu tting a few 
drops of ether or chloroform in 
the ear canal and block ing it 
with a piece of cotton. These 
anesthetics cannot hu rt the ear 
canal and can stop the irritating 
flu tter u ntil the fly can be 
washed ou t by you r doctor. Al­ 
cohol has been tried bu t it can 
be irritating to the sk in.

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Adult Misconceptions 


No parent need be told that he will 
never fully understand the workings 
of a child’s mind. The fascination of 
a child at play is enhanced by his in­ 
terpretation of events around him. His 
logic is pure, because it is literal. 
Fverything he sees, touches, hears or 
smells has a meaning to him uually 
far different from the impression his 
mother or father would receive. 
And it is probably different from the 
impression gained by another child his 
own age. Because each child views his 
world literally and in fragments based 
on his own limited experience, seldom 
can a group of children be found which 
can agree on what to do. 
The range and diversity of a child’s 
interests frequently are greater than 
those oi the adult. Society tends to limit 
the interests of an adult, but there are 


few limits to the imagination of a child. 
Just as a 
child 
recognizes few 
barriers to his curiosity, neither does 
he see through the eyes of an adult. 
If he has experienced pain, he is more 
cautious about similar adventures. But 
if he has not, he has 
no experience 
or perspective to warn him of the 
consequences of his action. 
This also is true of fantasy. The small 
child accepts make-believe, because he 
can see it. The adult knows it is a 
fraud, but enjoys it anyway. 
Adults are accustomed, if frequently 
irritated, to be categorized by sociolo­ 
gists, statisticians, entertainment plan­ 
ners and others. But never try to put 
children in a mold. They have not yet 
been conditioned by a restrictive soci­ 
ety, and what they say, do or think no 
man, or machine, can predict.

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With all the pollution that sur­ 
rounds us is there any way to 
tell if a swift flowing stream 
is safe as drinking water? Our 
families are campers and we 
want to be sure that we are 
not drinking infected water.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. R.: Long 
before the threat of contaminat­ 
ed water became such an im­ 
portant issue, campers were 
c o n s t a n t l y warned against 
drinking “sparkling clear moun­ 
tain fresh water.” There is no 
relationship between the ap­ 
pearance of such inviting water 
and the possibility that it might 
be contaminated. 
Water might even taste deli­ 
cious and still contain toxic 
chemicals that might have been 
poured into the stream at some 
distance. 
In many camping sites all 
over the United States, the 
chemical contents and the bac­ 
teria count of the water are 
carefully studied before camp­ 
ers are permitted to drink it, 
In many instances boiling the 
water is an added precaution 
that can prevent illness and 
•void spoiling a lovely camping 
clay. 
Even swimming in streams 
should be done only when con­ 
tamination has been guarded 
against. 
In large and small cities 
everywhere, the water is con­ 
stantly being tested for impuri­ 
ties that might unsuspectingly 
have polluted it. Only by such 
precautions can we maintain 
our health. 


Twice I have had the unpleas­ 
ant sensation of a small fly 
lodging in my ear. Why they 
pick on my right ear, and not 
on my left, I can’t understand. 
What can I do if it happens 
again while I am gardening? 
Mr. M. Z., North Carolina 
Dear M. Z.: I am quite cer­ 
tain that flies are completely 
unprejudiced about the ear they 
choose to lodge in. A wise 
philosopher could probably take 
the attitude that one should be 
fortunate that both ears are not 
invaded. 
A simple measure is to anes­ 
thetize the fly by putting a few 
drops of ether ar chloroform in 
tile ear canal and blocking it 
with a piece of cotton. These 
anesthetics cannot hurt tile ear 
canal and can stop the irritating 
flutter until the fly can be 
washed out by your doctor. Al­ 
cohol has been tried but it can 
be irritating to the skin. It 
might be wise, while gardening, 
to keep some protective cover­ 
ing over your ears or perhaps 


keep them plugged with some 
sheep wool. 


I know that using drugs dur­ 
ing early pregnancy can be 
dangerous. Is there any way to 
reduce the unpleasant morning 
sickness without them?

with 
some window smashing. Both

according 
to 
collegiate custom, avoided trial 
by jumping bail. 
In 1836 state troops were 
called to the University of 
Virginia campus where students 
had 
taken 
over 
and 
were 
breaking into tile professors’ 
homes and amusing themselves 
with the inmates. 
At Cornell, some sophomores 
attempted to break up a fresh­ 
man banquet and annihilate the 
freshman class by pumping the 
diing room full of chlorine gas. 
The gas entered the kitchen 
instead and killed the cook and 
several others were overcome. 
Yale students fought it out 
with New Haven firemen. Some 
of the students were seriously 
wounded ami one student drew 
a pistol and killed the firemen’s 
general. 
The foregoing covers just 
some of the campus capers of 
bygone years. The days of 
“boola-booia,” 
the 
coonskin 
coat, the pocket flask, when 
fifty-three live goldfish were 
swallowed to set a record, I 
will skip. 
What was bugging those Ivy 
Leaguers of a century and more 
ago? Communism must be ruled 
out. 
Marx and Engels didn’t 
publish their book, the “Com­ 
munist Manifesto” until after 
the mid-eighties. Marx’s “Das 
Kapitai” came later.

The professor said legislation 
was needed urgently to correct 
problems 
including 
pollution, 
“discrimination 
against 
the 
poor.” 
racial 
discrimination, 
“equitable 
law 
enforcement,” 
and equality of educational op­ 
portunities. 
Similar testimony came from 
R. Thomas Myers, assistant pro­ 
fessor of chemistry and vice 
president of the Faculty Senate, 
who 
told 
the legislators 
he 
thought the most crucial prob­ 
lems “come from outside the 
university.” 
“No m atter how difficult it 
is for us,” Myers said, “We 
must listen to our young people. 
They are telling it like it is: 
This 
war 
(Vietnam) 
is . . . 
wrong. It is immoral . . . . It 
is killing off and wounding our 
young citizens. It is wrecking 
our economy . . . .” 
Jerry Lewis, sociology profes­ 
sor, said he thought students 
involved in a May 4 confronta­ 
tion with Ohio National Guard 
troops on campus did not know 
the guardsmen were 
carrying 
loaded weapons. 
Four students were shot to 
death and nine were wounded in 
that confrontation. 
Lewis said the student demon­ 
strators were “ motivated by a 
real opposition to the war” and 
what Lewis termed “ its exten­ 
sion to the campus,” referring 
to the National Guard troops. 
“ They also had a sense of 
security 
in that they 
didn’t 
know the guard weapons 
were 
loaded.” he said. 
About 30 persons appeared 
for the open hearings. They in­ 
cluded 
students, 
businessmen 
and townspeople, as well as 
faculty members. 
The Wednesday sessions fol­ 
lowed two days of closed ses­ 
sions during which the legisla­ 
tors talked with college admin­ 
istrators and others. The sub- 
committee, chaired by Ohio Sn. 
TTieodore Gray, R-3 Piqua, is 
one of three of the Ohio Select 
Legislative Committee on Cam­ 
pus Disorders.

Fed eral retu rns will he com ­ 
p lete for all of Ohio in Sep tem 
ber.

The d iv ision estim ated an Ohio 
p op u lation of 10.790,424 Jan. 1, 
1969. Officials d eclined to say 
how the 1970 fed eral figu re wil 
comp are. 
Of the fed eral retu rns for 38 
Ohio cou nties, figu res were clos 
est for Knox Cou nty where 301 
was the d ifference between fed 
eral tabu lations and state esti 
m ates. 
For Mahoning Cou nty , the two 
p op u lation figu res were 14,629 
ap art.

The big reason, state officials

Preliminary 1970 federal cen­ 
sus returns show the Ohio De­ 
partment of Development’s 1969 
estimates match closely in eight 
Ohio counties while missing by 
almost 15,000 in another. 
Although federal returns are 
not complete and final, the de­ 
partm ent’s economic research 
division reports their estimates 
jell with available federal tabu­ 
lations in Belmont, Coshocton, 
Geauga, Henry, Knox, Tuscara­ 
was, Vinton and Williams coun­ 
ties. 
Federal returns will be com­ 
plete for all of Ohio in Septem­ 
ber. Officials then will have a 
better picture of federal figures 
and state estimates. 
The division estimated an Ohio 
population of 10.790,424 Jan. I, 
1969. Officials declined to say 
how the 1970 federal figure will 
compare. 
Of the federal returns for 38 
Ohio counties, figures were clos­ 
est for Knox County where 301 
was the difference between fed­ 
eral tabulations and state esti­ 
mates. 
For Mahoning County, the two 
population figures were 14,629 
apart. 
Federal census takers 
counted 301.384, while the state 
estimated 316.013. 
The big reason, state officials 
say, is the unexpected loss of 
24.779 persons in the Mahoning 
County 
seat 
of 
Youngstown. 
Cause of the loss was a re­ 
cession in both steel and trans­ 
portation industries. 


Officials say the loss occurred 
between Jan. I, 1969, when state 
figures were released, and April 
1970, when the federal census 
was conducted. 
The economic research divi­ 
sion is the official state popula­ 
tion tabulator 
and will 
issue 
yearly estimates for the state 
beginning July 1971.

Soviets Boost 
A-Sub Work 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Soviet Union has stepped up 
construction of missile firing 
submarines and now is building 
them at the rate of eight to IO a 
year, defense officials say. 
If the Soviet construction rate 
continues at the upper range, 
Russia’s missile firing subma­ 
rine fleet could achieve parity 
with the 41-boat U.S. Polaris sub 
force by mid-1973. 
That would be a year earlier 
than Secretary of Defense Mel­ 
vin R. Laird’s forecast only 
three months ago when he cal­ 
culated Russian submarine con­ 
struction as running at about six 
to eight boats a year. 
Dr. John S. Foster, director of 
defense research and engineer­ 
ing, told a briefing of young po­ 
litical leaders at the State De­ 
partment Tuesday the Russians 
had accelerated the rate of mis­ 
sile-firing submarine building, 
but he gave no figures. 
Pentagon officials later pro­ 
duced the new estimate of eight 
to IO boats a year 
At present, the Russians are 
understood to have about 12 
missile-launching submarines in 
operation, some within striking 
range of the United States. 
American strategists believe 
S o v i e t 
submarine-launched 
weapons would be targeted on 
American bomber bases. 
This is why the Safeguard an­ 
timissile system is intended, in 
part, to counter a sub-launched 
blow at the nation’s nuclear 
bomber force. 
According to current calcula­ 
tions, the first U.S. Safeguard 
antimissile sites will not be op­ 
erational at least until 1975. 
The new information on the 
increased 
Soviet 
sub-building 
rate was disclosed after fresh 
intelligence analyses in recent 
days prompted defense officials 
to conclude the Russians have 
maintained the momentum of 
their 
land-based 
interconti­ 
nental ballistic missile buildup 
since last year.

Alexei Kosygin 
Is Re-Elected 
Soviet Premier 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Su­ 
preme Soviet unanimously re­ 
elected Alexei N. Kosygin pre­ 
mier of the Soviet Union Wed­ 
nesday. He is to present his 
cabinet nominations later in the 
current session of the Supreme 
Soviet, the Soviet Union’s par­ 
liament, but there has been no 
indication whether there will be 
any changes. 
Election of a government is a 
formality required because this 
is the first session of the new 
parliament elected last month. 
Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev nominated Kosygin 
at a joint session of the two 
houses, and he was confirmed 
by the usual show of hands. 
Kosygin, 66, has been premier 
since Nikita 
Khrushchev was 
ousted in 1904. Because he is 
over 65, there had been some 
speculation he might choose this 
short summer session of pariba* 
ment to retire, but no one was 
surprised when he continued in 
office.

Stuntwork is well paid. Al­ 
though stunt people negotiate 
the price of each stunt with film 
makers, 
there 
are 
common 
prices. Jerry Christopher, busi­ 
ness 
representative 
for 
the 
Screen Actors Guild, says pay 
for stuntwomen runs from $50 
for things like a motorcycle ride 
all the way up to $5,000 for 


something like walking on the 
wing of an airplane. 
Julie explains that almost all 
stuntwomen—and 
there 
are 
about 20 in Hollywood—-either 
come from stunt families or 
took part in rodeos. She says 
she had neither of these advan­ 
tages. 
But she had another advan­ 
tage: a background in sports, 
which she calls invaluable. Her 
father. Art Johnson, has been a 
junior high school coach for 33 
years; her grandfather, former 
Detroit Tigers outfielder Sam 
Crawford, is in the Baseball 
Hall of Fame; and she was a 
prize-winning athlete at Fuller­ 
ton, Calif., Union High School. 
Her break into the stunt field 
came when she was working as 
a production coordinator for a 
firm making television commer­ 
cials and it needed somebody to 
jump over an ironing board. She 
made the jump, and then start* 
ed getting calls for other stunts. 
Julie admits that the current 
emphasis 
on 
fewer 
action 
scenes in movies and television 
has eliminated a lot of jobs. 
Nevertheless, she says, “It’s a 
very lucrative business.”

NEW YORK (AP) — A d iffer­ 
ence of $7 .8 million in pension 
benefits em erged tod ay as the 
m ajor stu m bling block to a set­ 
tlem ent between National Foot­ 
ball Leagu e play ers and owners 
after play er’s sou rces rev ealed 
their sid e of the issu es.

Pensions Grid Stumbling Block

NEW YORK (AP) — A differ­ 
ence of $7.8 million in pension 
benefits emerged today as the 
major stumbling block to a set­ 
tlement between National Foot­ 
ball League players and owners 
after player’s sources revealed 
their side of tile issues. 
The owners have offered $18 
million in pension and insurance 
benefits for four years, an aver­ 
age of $4.5 million per year, 
while the players are asking for 
$25.8 million, or $6.45 million 
per year, a source close to the 
players 
told 
the 
Associated 
Press. The players were getting 
$2.8 million each year during 
the two-year pact which ex­ 
pired, making the $18 million 
figure an increase of about 53 
per cent. 
The 
player’s 
source 
was 
answering an earlier Associated 
Press story quoting club sources 
as saying the owners were mak­ 
ing an $18 million offer, but that 
the players had countered with 
a $29 million “ m ust-takeall” 
demand. 
“The $29 million figure never 
came into the discussions,” the 
player’s source said. “ It is a 
piece of incorrect arithmetic. 
They (the owners) must be add­ 
ing together everything. Both 
the $18 million and the $25.8 mil­ 
lion figures, relate only to pen­ 
sion and insurance benefits.” 


However, the players are ask­ 
ing for increased shares in post­ 
season games, including the Su­ 
per Bowl, and these increases 
possibly could be the difference 
between $25.8 million and $29 
million. 
The player’s source said the 
owners also made two qualifica­ 
tions to their figure—that pay­ 
ments to players 
on losing 
teams 
in 
divisional 
playoff 
games be eliminated, and that 
players give up their financial

names, faces or uniforms in 
commercial 
enterprises.

They called for a re­ 
duction in U.S. troop strength in 
Europe from 300.000 to 100,000 
men and in Korea from 50,000 to 
30.000. 
Essentially, the Stennis com­ 
mittee endorsed the basic com­ 
ponents of the Pentagon’s hard­ 
ware requests, trimming only 
the edges of the programs and 
scuttling none.

This raised the total num­ 
ber of Americans killed in com­ 
bat in the Vietnam war to 42,991 
between Jan. I, 1961, and mid­ 
night last Saturday, but U.S. 
communiques have reported at 
least l l more Americans killed 
since then, pushing the total 
past the 43,000 mark. 
The U.S. Command also an­ 
nounced 
that 729 Americans 
were wounded in action last 
week, compared to 463 the week 
before. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported 423 government 
troops killed in action last week, 
an increase of 52 over the pre­ 
vious seven-day period. Another 
1.275 government troops were 
w-ounded, compared with 1,027 
the week before. The casualties 
included

and 
141 
wounded in Cambodia.
